GENEVA, May 15—Fierce duels be- 
tween cows take place every year in 
the Alps of the Catnton of Valais | 
to decide which animal will become 


the “Queen of the Alps” for the | 
season. 
There is little cruelty connecicd 


with the fights, but much importance 
is attached to the cow duels by the 
owners of ‘the herds and by the ani- 
mals themselves. 

In the ‘spring, when the: snow has 
melted on the’ lower slopes of the 
mountains, the herds of cows leave 
their winter quarters in the valleys 
and mount the sides of the Alps to 
feed on the luscious grass, gradually 
climbing upwards as the snow dis- 
appears under the influence of the 
summer sun. 

The proprietor chooses two or 
three young cows to fight the last 
year’s queen in order definitely to 
settle which will be the leader of} 


the real queen stands still with. blaz- 
ing eyes awaiting an antagonist. 

Another cow competitor enters the 
“ring’ and makes a dash for the 
cueen. There is a collision of heads 
and horns, and the struggle from five 
to twenty minutes. 

The object of each cow is to push 
its rival off the fiejd or force it to 
give up the fight by retreating,
